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did you wish to address this? No. Senator Abboud. Senator
Haberman, did you wish to discuss this?

SENATOR HABERMAN: Mr. President, members of the body, | feel
that Mr. Korslund has done a very courageous thing and is a
fine, outstanding gentleman, | commend him for his actions, and

I think that this body should act on this motion without further
delay. And | support the Ashford amendment.

SPEAKER BAACK: Thank you, Senator Haberman. Senator Ashford,
did you wish to close?

SENATOR ASHFORD: Just move the amendment, the Legislature, by
doing this, is doing something to close the matter, and | think
that's appropriate for the record, and would just move the
amendment. Thank you.

SPEAKER BAACK: You've heard the closing. AIll those in favor of
the Ashford amendment vote aye, opposed vote no. Have you all
voted? Record, Mr. Clerk.

CLERK: 38 ayes, 0 nays, Mr. President, on adoption of Senator
Ashford's amendment to Senator Warner's motion.

SPEAKER BAACK: The amendment is adopted. Now we'll go back to
the motion as amended. The lights that | have on, first.
Senator Hall, do you wish to speak to the motion? Senator Hall
waves off. Senator Abboud, do you wish to speak? He waves off.
Those are the only two lights | have on. Senator Warner, do you
wish to close? He waves closing. We will now proceed to a vote
on the motion by Senator Warner. All those in favor vote aye,
opposed vote no. Have you all voted? Record, Mr. Clerk.

CLERK: (Read record vote as found on pages 731-32 of the
Legislative Journal.) 44 ayes, 0 nays on adoption of the motion
as offe ed by Senator Warner, Mr. President.

SPEAKER BAACK: The motion is adopted. Mr. Clerk, do you have
items for the record?
